While the fight for farm relief, 
through the bill just signed by the 
President and through the restric- 
tion of the tariff schedules, is over 
for the present in the Senate. It will 
be renewed with ferocity when the 
tariff bill itself comes up on the Sen- 
ate floor. 

Senator Norris, one of the Repub- 
lican insurgents, today introduced, 
as” an amendment to the tariff 
measure, the export debenture provi- 
sion which was rejected from the 
farm bill after stiff battles in the 
Senate and House. Introduction of 
this amendment followed the line of 
campaign laid down by members of 
the. insurgent-Democratic coalition 
when they saw the scheme thrown 
out of the farm bill. 


Republicans Battle In Debate. 


Fer the most part, the Senate de- 
bate preceding the roll calls was a 
row between different wings of Re- 
publicanism. Democrats sat back 
and listened with interest and some 
amusement to the criticisms by Sen- 
ators Bingham, Reed and Edge of 
the Borah plan. 

Seldom did Mr. Borah proceed 
more than a few minutes before he 
was closely pressed by one of these 
three as to just what Mr. Hoover 
meant by “limited revision.’’ The 
interchanges were sharp sometimes 
notably when the Idaho Senator 
spoke of ‘‘bad faith’ on the part of 
old-line Republicans. 

Mr. Borah was in fighting mood 
He turned more than once and 
glowered at his opponents. His voice 
lifted as he answered them. Now 
and then he shook his head and his 
hair streamed over his forehead, un- 
til he had to push it back with his 
hands. 

But Messrs. Bingham, Reed and 
Edge kept doggedly after him. aided 
once bby Senator Smoot, the Finance 
Committee chairman, who spoke in 
characteristic undertones, incapable 
of being heard by the gallery occu- 
pants. 

Senator Dill, one of the Democrats 
Opposing the Borah resolution, con- 
tended that his State of Washington 
needed tariff protection for shingles 
Senator Trammell of Florida told 
Mr. Borah very flatly he would not 
support the Idahoan’s plan unless 
the Jones amendment was adopted. 
When it was defeated, Mr. Tram- 
mell voted against Mr. Borah, but 
his colleague, Senator Fletcher, took 
the opposite position. 

Senator Heflin, for years counted 
against widespread tariff revision 
Said he wanted an opportunity to 
see what other schedules than farm 
products needed revision, and that 
this would be precluded by the Borah 
arrangement. 





In every instance except one the 
Senators “who voted for the Jone 
amendment opposed the Borah res 
lution.

PARIS, June 17.—It takes only 


shout thirty hours to fly across the 
Atlantic, but it takes about a year 
to prepare such a flight with rea- 
sonable prospects of success. 

The first time we three tried it, 
we spent three months getting our 
nlane ready, and we thought that 
that was a long time. But when we 
took off from Le Bourget last Sum- 
mer in the hope that our start would 
iystify us in trying to cross the At- 
lantic from east to west, we learned 
hat we were utterly unprepared for 
any such undertaking. 

it is all a matter of detail. To 
nstance only a very small point—our 


frst plane had aluminum dump 
valves, which serve excellently in 
normal circumstances. We found, 


yowever, that the weight of the gaso- 
line which we had to carry was far 
too great and that the aluminum 
bent under the strain; so we had 
to have the valves made of steel. 

That is only one of a score of little 
things which have to receive atten- 
tion and be adapted for a flight as 
long and difficult as that across the 
Atlantic. 

Eight Months of Training. 

During the past eight months we 
have all been training hard in vari- 
ous ways for our effort. 

Assollant took a position as pilot 
on the Cidna Passenger and Trans- 
port Line, and there is no doubt that 
his training in all weathers gave 
him the experience which was essen- 
tial in such weather as we had dur 
ng the Atlantic crossing. 

Lefevre took a position in the Ber- 





nard Airplane Works and went to 
America with our plane. With the 
aid of a mechanic, who did not un- 


lerstand French, he was able to get 


tin perfect shape so that it was 
ready for the flight when Assollant 
and I arrived. 


Lindbergh somehow managed to do 
the work all three of us did by him- 
self, but he remains unique in avia 
When we arrived in America we 
found that rumors regarding our last 
ear’s unsuccessful effort and the 
failure of some French attempts had 
caused a certain prejudice.

What is most important during a 
flight like that is that one should es 
cape such a depression during the 
first hours of the flight when the 
plane is fully loaded. If that storm 
had happened during the first five

Our experience has only served to 
increase our admiration for the 
flights of Lindbergh and Clarence 
Chamberlin. It took all three of us 
to manage our plane. Assollant did 
the heaviest work, piloting for 
twenty-five hours, and his take-off 
with our stowaway hidden in the tail 
was an extremely fine performance 

In retrospect, we will always keep 
most in mind those moments when 
Schreiber amazed us by his sudden 
appearance and when about half way

In a flash Lefevre and T realized 
that we had exhausted one of our 
gasoline tanks an hour sooner than 
expected and our hands are st

The treasury also made public the

An order in virtually the same 
words was sent more than a year 
aco also to agents of the prohibi- 
tion unit by Commissionér James H. 
Doran. This was modified by a later 
memorandum on April 22, which 
warned the agents of his branch of 
the enforcement work that they 
should use firearms only in self-de- 
fense or to prevent the taking of a 
life, thus overruling the permission 
to shoot ‘“‘to prevent the commission 
of a felony.”’ The Jones law makes 
violation of the prohibition law a 
fe lony. 


Clancy Causes House Clash. 


Another clash was provoked in the 
House today as a result of an assault 
on the treasury administration made 
by Representative Clancy, wet 
Republican, of Michigan, who at- 
tacked the government for permit- 
ting enforcement officers to wage 
sun warfare on liquor law violators. 

Louis H. Jacques, who was with 
Patrolman James Cox when the lat- 
ter a week ago shot and killed 
Archibald Eugster, a rum runner, on 
the River Rouge, at Detroit, sat in 
the House gallery as Mr. Clancy 
criticized Dr. James M. Doran, head 
of the Prohibition Bureau. 

Mr. Clancy declared that Jacques, 
who came to Washington to make a 
protest against the ‘‘strong-arm”’ 
methods of the prohibition unit and 
who took exceptions to the shooting, 
was reprimanded for his action by 
his superior officers, after which 
Jacques resigned. 

The Michigan member declared he 
was not blaming Mr. Lowman for 
conditions in the dry service He 
said that Mr. Lowman had done all 
in his power to see to it that field 
agents were more careful in the use 
of firearms 

The man chiefly responsible for the 
situation against which he com- 
plains, Mr. Clancy asserted, is Mr 
Doran, who, he charged, had warned 
his men in Detroit that he would 

cut off their heads’’ if they did not 
produce better results on the Detroit 

River front. Mr. Clancy also charged 
that government officials assigned to 

vestigate Carey D. Ferguson, who 

recently forced to resign the

hattan Republican Club, the organi- 
zation club of the district, at 3,410 
Broadway. While Mr. Conklin as 
chairman maintained order at all 
times, he had to wield his gavel fre- 
quently to stem the flood of excited 
oratory of various negro factions 
opposing or 
of the district. The vote of the com- 
mittee members must be ratified by 
the general membership of the Re- 
publican County Committee. 
_ Mr. Conklin first submitted his res- 
ignation as leader on the ground 
of health and press of business. He 
then explained that at a meeting of 
the executive committee of the Re- 
publican County Committee in the 
afternoon it had been agreed that 
the only legal way in which the dis- 
trict could be divided would be 
through an amendment of the rules 
by the general county committee 
membership. 

Jacob Weisbaum, president of the 
Manhattan Club, offered a resolution 
representing the committee members 
of the Twenty-first as asking the 
general membership to amend the 
rules so as to cut the district in half 
The resolution asked that the dis- 
trict, which runs from river to river, 
be divided by St. Nicholas Avenue 
from 138th to 145th Streets. A narrow 
strip of election districts north of 
145th Street remains with the west- 
ern unit. 

The resolution stirred spirited de- 
bate among the negro factions, one 
of which, lead by Mrs. E. Hortense 
Warner, associate leader of the full

BERLIN, June 17.—To American 
heiresses who contract marriages 
with German royalty or nobility full 
equality is denied by the Reich’s 
Supreme Court in Leipzig, which has 
now decreed that the marriage of 
Nancy Leishman to the Duke of 
Croy in 1913 constituted a mesalli- 
ance and that the 15-year-old son by 
this union is not entitled to the ducal 
estates on the death of his father. 

By its ruling the court upholds the 
traditional law of princely preroga- 
tives, decreeing that the Duke’s mar- 
riage with a member of the ‘“‘bour- 
geoisie’’ constitutes a mismarriage. 
_ The high court’s ruling follows in- 
junction proceedings by the Duke’s 
brother, Prince Engelbert, who 
sought a ruling on the question of 
whether the hereditary Prince Karl, 
born at Duesseldorf on Oct. 11, 1914, 
is entitled to the ducal succession 
and estates inasmuch as he is not 
a full-blooded Duke of the realm. 


The court sustained the petitioner, | 


citing the practice of German courts 
as far back as 1742, which had uni- 
formly ruled that the marriage of a 
member of royalty or the nobility 
with a woman of the bourgeoisie 
constituted a mesalliance 

The court’s ruling is censured by 


;constitutional experts, among them 


Professor Fritz Stier-Somlo of Co- 
logne, who charges it is in contra- 
diction to the republican constitution, 
which decrees that all Germans are 


/equal before the law fundamentally 


and concedes to men and women the 
same political and civic rights. 

He also declares the house of Croy 
is not entitled to the rank of ex- 
alted royalty and therefore cannot 
glaim special princely prerogatives. 
The members of the house are also 
reminded that they frantically 
sought to disown German nationality 
in 1921 in their efforts to regain es- 
tates in France which were confis- 
cated during the war, claiming the 
ducal house was of Franco-Belgian 
origin.

tralized magistrates’ court and de- 
i tention prison, which recently was 
jsuggested in a report to Mayor 

Walker. 
| In their survey the State Commis- 
sioners declared that, because of the 
|} overcrowding, ‘‘the Tombs prison is | 
|a dangerous source of crime infec- 
tion,’’ and urged that steps immedi-| 
ately be taken to bring about a 
change in the ‘unthinkable’ and 
| ‘intolerable’ conditions. 

“Tf we could make the Tombs} 
strictly a detention prison it never 
would be overcrowded,’’ Mr. Banton 
|said. ‘‘The trouble is that prisoners | 
are serving terms in the Tombs who 
ishould be sent to Welfare Island. 
| This situation can be changed only 
| by legislation in Albany. 

The judges of General Sessions, 
Special Sessions justices and the} 
magistrates have the privilege of 
sending prisoners to the Tombs for 
short terms. All prisoners of this 





kind should be sent to Welfare}

‘‘This indicates that the Court of 
General Sessions is not responsible 
for the overcrowding of the Tombs,"’ 
the District Attorney concluded. 

Mr. Patterson said that while there 
are but 407 cells in the Tombs, the! 


|population runs at times from 550 to 


600, and, consequently, there must 
be ‘‘doubling up” of prisoners in 
cells, of which the State Commission- 
ers complained He agreed with 
Commissioners Lewisohn and Ken- 
nedy that this practice is ‘‘inherent- 
ly vicious” and has ‘‘nothing to rec- 
ommend it.”’

WIDOW FAILS TO GET

'Jadge Knox Doubts Her Right to 
| Jt—Rales Questions Mast |

In an opinion handed down yester-

It asked President and Mrs. Hoo- 
ver to ‘“‘remember that the house in 
which they are temporarily residing 
is the ‘White House,’ and that Vir- 
ginia, Texas, Florida, Tennessee and 
North Carolina contributed to thei: 
becoming its custodians.’’ 

Incorporated in the resolution was 
a long poem entitled ‘‘Niggers in the 
White House,’’ which was severely 
criticized by Senators Edge and Bing- 
ham, both Republicans. 

The resolution was read at Mr. 
Blease’s request by the Senate read- 
ing clerk. Mr. Edge promptly made 
a point of order against the appear- 
ance of the poem in the Record.

draw men of high ability into the 


work of his administration What 


of those whom he calls upon to 


make a distinct sacrifice in order 


to serve the public? With some of 


them it is a question of means of 


livelihood and provision for a fam- 
ily. They have to give up, it may 


& 


be, large salaries in order to try to 


live on the much smaller pay of the 


government. But the more ordinary 


surrender required is that of the 


control of large private affairs. 


There may be also a possible loss 


of the great esteem in which they 
are held in their own communities. 
Public life is no respecter of per- 
sons. It often uses up men fast. 
They are exposed to misunderstand- 
ing and opposition and abuse. They 
know that in order to assume im- 
portant public office, with all the 
rough contacts which it involves, it 
is necessary for them, as Mr. BAL- 
FOUR once said, to cultivate the hide 
of a rhinoceros. Secretary FRANK- 
LIN LANE, before he died, wrote, in 
part humorously, and in part as one 
having had many unhappy experi- 
ences, an account of the petty annoy- 
ances and major grievances which 
are the continual lot of a member of 
the Cabinet. Nor can he often feel 
that these things are made up for by 
intelligent appreciation of his work 
by the public. It is not only, in such 
matters, that republics are ungrate- 
ful, but that they do not take the 
pains really to find out what their 
public servants are doing, and at 
what cost. 

Probably few of the men whom 
Mr. HoOoveR has induced to take dif- 
ficult jobs for the government have 
any illusions concerning what lies 
before them. They know that their 
public rewards will be small and un- 
certain. For approval they will have 


to look mainly to their own con- 
sciences. It is the appeal of the 
work which lures them. If they can 
clean up a mess in some department 
or other, if they can work out a 
better org ration, if they can save 
the pu funds or spend them 
more wisely, if they can make their 


personality and executive ability tell 
in heightening the morale and quick- 
ening the activity and the hopes of 
their subordinates, they may well 
feel content both at having had the 
joy of combat and at having put 
behind them a piece of work well 
done. As for the rest — applause, 
promotion, exceptional honor—they 
had best forget it. The fortunate 
thing for the country is that more 
and more men of uncommon force 
and character are willing to come 
forward and undertake, as good citi- 
zens, tasks which they are well 
aware must always remain, politi- 


cally speaking, thankless. 





RECURRING OIL POLLUTION. 

From the Long Island bathing 
heaches come reports that unusu- 
ally large quantities of sludge have 
recently been washed ashore. Dur- 
ing the last two years the nuisance 
of oil pollution outside of New York 
Harbor has been greatly minimized 
Following the act of Congress in 
1924, and the International Confer- 
ence on Oil Pollution in 1926, oil- 
burning ships were more careful 
about discharging sludge near land. 
Pressure came from European and 
Japanese as well as American 
sources to prohibit the dumping of 
oil within limits varying from 50 to 
150 miles from shore. Experience has 
shown that oil impairs the useful- 
ness of the beaches for recreation 
and health, and also endangers bird 
life and sometimes is harmful to 
fish. 

The difficulty of enforcing the 
regulations is ebvious. On neither 
side of the Atlantic is it possible 
to maintain sufficient patrols to 
prevent ships from emptying their 
waste at will, except within harbors 
The control measures have never 
been popular with ship owners or 
operators, who have claimed that 
it is not convenient to dump far at 
sea. When the laws against oil pol- 
lution were first proposed certain 
ship interests contended that such 
oil as reached the shore beaches 
came not from their ships but from 
the land Since at the same time 
the New York authorities were as- 
Serting that the garbage washed 
ashore came not from the city’s 
scows but from ocean liners, there 
may have been an element of the

THE HIGHLANDS OF SCOTLAND. 

The National Trust in England has 
| recently aided the present genera- 
tion of Englishmen to do a good 
turn for all future generations by 
conserving that ancient and mys- 
terious monument, Stonehenge. It 
has stirred the English people to the 


consciousness of its obligation as 


collective trustee of certain heri- 
tages which should be kept unim- 
paired, not only for its own heirs 


but for the whole race of men. 


The saving of Stonehenge is but 
one illustration of this awakened 
sense of trusteeship. For Stone- 
henge is not alone England's posses- 
sion. Though it is a relic of other 
ages which cannot be taken away as 
so many of her precious souvenirs 
in art and letters have been, and 
though she asked no help from with- 
out, what came from others by way 
of contribution to the fund was given 
out of a desire to have some part in 
making sure the preservation of 
this amazing structure. What the 
National Trust has done in this in- 
stance, the National Trust for Scot- 
land is now proposing to do for her 
still more ancient monuments, her 


mountains in the Highlands. 


It is proposed to acquire what is 
known as the Cairngorm region as a 
national reservation. It includes 
the highest and wildest portion of 
the Grampians, “comprising the 

loftiest summits in Scotland after 

Ben Nevis and much of the most 

magnificent scenery of rugged pass

a hundred square miles, or double 
that amount, if the tract were ex-

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., June 17.- 

comprehensive program for de- 
velopment of Westchester County 
highways, to cost $35,000,000 and 
visioning a population of 890,000 in 
the county by 1950, was presented 
to the County Board of Supervisors 
here this afternoon by the Budget 
and Appropriation Committee and 
County Engineer Charles McDonald. 
It pictured a county threaded by 300 
miles of new State and local high- 
ways intended to accommodate the 
estimated motor population of one 
automobile for every two persons in 
the county. 

The first step in the proposed de- 
velopment was the appropriation, re- 
quested today, of $2,695,600 to re- 
build the west drive around Kensico 
Lake, four miles long, to rebuild the 
New York Post Road for more than 
five miles and to rebuild almost four 
miles of the Peekskill-Salem high- 
way, with new bridges and other im- 
provements included 

To Cut Grade Crossings. 

As a basic principle, the report, a 
voluminous document of 100 type- 
written pages, laid down the elimi- 
nation of grade crossings wherever 
practicable. Enlarging on this prin- 
ciple, it demanded the elimination of 
all highway crossings at grade in 
cases where main arteries intersect 
or will, in the development of the 
plan, intersect. 

The board gave partial approval of 
the proposed extension of Riverside 
Drive, New York, to form a Hudson 
River boulevard up through West- 
chester County as far north as Tar- 
rytown. Further facts and details 
are needed, it was said, however, be- 
fore this plan is finallv definitely 
agreed to. 

Specific recommendations for traf- 
fic regulation and control were 
listed in the report. Among these 
was the plan to adopt a uniform rule 
of the road for all the forty-four 
communities of the county. Land- 
scaping, such as has been so impor- 
tant a feature of the development 
thus far of Westchester's highway 
arteries, is to be provided for along 
the newly planned State and county 
thoroughfares. 

Provision is made in the plan for 
widening rights of way of existing 
highways and roads wherever needed, 
to double their width. A _ proposal 
was for painting traffic lines on all 
main highways to keep slow-moving 
vehicles to the right.

that urging the acquisition of rights 
of way at least a year in advance of 
construction or reconstruction. This

rights of way in time to prevent new 
building by private persons.

ON AIR-RAIL SYSTEM 


16 First Pilots for Coast-to- 
Coast Service Have Averaged 
3,000 Hours Aloft. 








10 PLANES TO BE IN FLEET 








Two Men to Operate Each Tri- 
Motor 400-Horsepower Machine 
After July 8. 





C. M. Keys, president of Trans- 
continental Air Transport, Inc., the 
coast to coast air-rail system, which 
is to open regular operation between 
New York and Los Angeles and San 
Francisco on July 8, made public 
yesterday two detailed reports by 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, chair- 
man of the technical committee of 
the air transport system. One report 
| was made to Mr. Keys and the other 

jto Colonel Paul Henderson, vice 
| president of the system: 

“Every effort,’ the report to Mr. 
Keys states, ‘‘has been made to in- 
corporate maximum safety in each 
phase of operation. The airports 
along the entire route will be in sat- 
isfactory ‘condition and will have 
suitable passenger accommodations. 
The tri-motored transports will be 
thoroughly equipped in every detail, 
including two-way radio communica- 
tion between ground and plane, and 
the meteorological system will be in 
operation.”’ 

Colonel Lindbergh also stated that 
two weeks of preliminary and test 
operation, will have been completed 
by the opening date of July 8. 

The report to Colonel Henderson 
stated that sixteen pilots of the 
rranscontinental Air Transport, 
termed ‘‘first pilots,’’ were chosen 
during a period of several months, 
with the result that each pilot has 
now an average of 3,000 hours of 
flying time, with 500 such hours hav- 
ing been spent in tri-motor planes. 

“We have, in as far as possible, 
assigned these pilots to the particu- 
lar section of the country with which 
they are familiar, both as to topog- 
raphy and to weather conditions,” 
Colonel Lindbergh said. 

“There will be an equal number of 
second pilots, all of whom are grad- 
uates of Kelly Field, skilled in the 
operation of 
the use of the radio. When in the 
air the second pilot will handle the 
radio transmission and fly the plane 
at the order of the first pilot, whose

“‘Operations will begin with a fleet 
of ten tri-motor all-metal monoplanes 
powered with 400-horsepower engines. 
Five of these will be assigned to the 
Eastern division and five to the 
Western. Two will be placed at each 
end of the two divisions, with 
in reserve at central points, these be- 
ing at St. Louis and Winslow. These 
reserve ships will be put into ser- 
vice once each week so that no ship 
will be out of service longer than 
one week.

Court Holds Compulsory Naming 
of Beneficiary for Emplove’s 


Stock Is Illegal. 


A provision in the stock-selling plan 
of the Standard Oil Company of New 
York which compels employes of the 
corporation to name a beneficiary for 
shares wasich they purchase on the 
instalment plan was declared illegal 
in Newark yesterday by Vice Chan- 
cellor Berry, acting as Vice Ordinary 
in Prerogative Court. The decision 
holds, in effect, that the corporation 
has no right to “‘attempt testamen- 
tary disposition without the making 
of a will.’’

| Gertrude Koss of Newark who, until 


she died two years ago, was employed 
by the Standard Oil Company of New 
York. She subscribed for thirty-five 
Shares of stock, paying for them out 


of her salary, a privilege of all em- 
ployes She named as beneficiary 
her younger sister, Bessie Koss 

Mrs. Esther Grobe, an older sister 
was named administratrix of the 


estate when it was learned that Ger- 


trude Koss had left no will. As ad- 
ministratrix she claimed the thirty 
five shares of stock. Her counsel, 


Harry Kalisch of Newark, main- 
tained that the stock was part of the 
estate. He argued that stock was not 
like insurance, because money in- 
vested in insurance was not the prop- 


erty of the premium payer until a 
certain time limit had been reached, 
whereas stock actually was part of 
the tangible assets of an estate and 
could not be consigned to a bene 
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ficiary when the owner died intes- 
tate. 

Mr. Kalisch contended further that 
the compulsory naming of a bene- 
ficiary was in contravention of the 
statute of wills. 

This view was upheld by Judge 
Walter Van Riper in Common Pleas 
Court and then was appealed by 
Bessie Koss to the Prerogative Court 
The decision will affect all employes 
of the Standard Oil Company of New 
York who live in New Jersey. 


LAGO OIL TO RAISE OUTPUT. 


Plans to Produce 125,000 Barrels 
From Maracaibo Wells. 

The Lago Oil and Transport Com- 
pany plans within forty-five days to 
increase production from its Mara- 
caibo (Venezuela) properties to 125,- 
000 barrels daily. The oil will be 
shipped to Pan American Company 


refineries on the Island of Aruba. 
The present production and ship- 
ments total 105,000 barrels. Pan 
American is building additional re-| 


finery capacity which is expected to 
take care of this increased output. 

The contract price at which this 
oil is being purchased from Lago is 
about 50 per cent above the price ob- 
tained by Lago for its oil last year 
Pan American's refineries are under 
contract with Lago to take all of the 
latter’s oil from its present wells, 
which are now producing at about 25 
per cent of capacity.
